SUBJ: NPT REVCON: MEXICAN PROTOCOLS 

1. DURING WORKING GROUP SESSION ON 27 MAY, MEXICO 
(GARCIA-ROBLES) ANNOUNCED THAT CO-SPONSORS OF PROPOSED 
PROTOCOLS ON CTB AND STRATEGIC ARMS LIMITATIONS HAD 
DECIDED NOT TO INSIST ON THEIR ADOPTION BY THIS CONFERENCE, 
BUT INSTEAD TO PROPOSE CONFERENCE RESOLUTIONS TRANSMITTING 
THEM FOR FURTHER CONSIDERATION TO NPT PARTIES AS VIEWS OF 
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THEIR CO-SPONSORS. TEXTS OF RESOLUTIONS CONTAINED IN 
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PARA 6 BELOW. 

2. WORKING GROUP DID NOT DEBATE THESE NEW RESOLUTIONS, BUT 
DECIDED TO POSTPONE CONSIDERATION UNTIL MORNING OF 28 MAY. 

IMMEDIATE PRIVATE SOVIET REACTION WAS AGITATED AND VERY 
NEGATIVE, AND SOVIET DELS INDICATED TO US AND OTHER WEO 
DELS THAT MEXICAN RESOLUTIONS WERE TOTALLY UNACCEPTABLE. 

3. NAOT INFORMAL GROUP MET AFTER CONCLUSION OF MEETING TO 
DISCUSS NEW DEVELOPMENTS. US DEL (KLEIN) EXPRESSED VIEW THAT 
MEXICAN RESOLUTIONS WERE NOT ACCEPTABLE IN PRESENT FORM, BUT 
COULD LEAD TO APPROPRIATE SOLUTION FOR DISPOSING OF MEXICAN 
PROTOCOLS IF HANDLED PROPERLY. IN PARTICULAR, HE STATED 
THAT OPERATIVE PARA 1 OF EACH RESOLUTION ENDORSING "AIMS" 

OF PROTOCOLS WAS UNACCEPTABLE, AND THAT BETTER ULTIMATE 
RESULT MIGHT BE SINGLE BRIEF UMBRELLA RESOLUTION INCLUDING 
ALL OF VARIOUS PROTOCOLS AND RESOLUTIONS PROPOSED AT CONFERENCE 
ON WHICH CONSENSUS WAS IMPOSSIBLE. 

4. SOME OF WESTERN DELS WERE EAGER TO CONTACT GARCIA-ROBLES 
IMMEDIATELY TO BEGIN INFORMAL NEGOTIATIONS ON TEXT OF 
RESOLUTIONS. US DEL, HOWEVER, ARGUED AGAINST MOVING TOO 
FAST IN VIEW OF SOVIET REACTION, AND SUGGESTED THAT WEO'S 
WAIT UNTIL SOVIETS HAD OPPORTUNITY TO REFLECT ON SITUATION. 

OTHER DELS TOOK THE POINT, AND AGREED TO HOLD OFF 
DISCUSSIONS WITH GARCIA-ROBLES UNTIL 28 MAY WHEN SOVIET 
POSITION COULD BE REASSESSED. IN MEANTIME, ONE OF WEO'S 

MAY ASK GARCIA-ROBLES, ON HIGHLY INFORMAL BASIS, TO 
CLARIFY HIS INTENTION ON OBIECTIONABLE PARTS OF 
RESOLUTIONS. 

5. SOVIET DELS HAD CALMED DOWN SOMEWHAT LATER IN EVENING, 

AND SEEMED WILLING TO FOLLOW STRATEGY OF WORKING 
TOWARD SINGLE RESOLUTION INCORPORATING ALL OF UNAGREED 
PROPOSALS AS VIEWS OF THEIR VARIOUS CO-SPONSORS. WE WILL 
TRY TO AVOID CONFRONTATION ON THIS QUESTION TOMORROW, 

PARTICULARLY SINCE IT IS LAST DAY ON WHICH VOTE COULD BE 
REQUESTED BEFORE CONFERENCE SCHEDULED TO END. 

6. TEXTS OF MEXICAN DRAFT RESOLUTIONS FOLLOWS: 
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BEGIN TEXTS: 

THE RIEVIW CONFERENCE OF THE PARTIES TO THE TREATY ON THE 
NON-PROLIFERATION OF NUCLEAR WEAPONS, 

NOTING THE REITERATION IN THE PREAMBLE OF THE TREATY ON THE 
NON-PROLIFERATION OF NUCLEAR WEAPONS OF THE DETERMINATION PROC.I F.AMF.D 
SINCE 1963 IN THE PARTIAL TEST BAN TREATY TO "ACHIEVE THE DISCON- 
TINUANCE OF ALL TEST EXPLOSIONS OF NUCLEAR WEAPONS FOR ALL TIME", 
CONVINCED THAT ONE OF THE MOST EFFECTIVE MEASURES FOR STRENGTHEN- 
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ING THE TREATY ON THE NON-PROLIFERATION OF NUCLEAR WEAPONS AND PRO- 
MOTING UNIVERSAL ADHERENCE TO IT WOULD BE TO PUT INTO PRACTIVE THAT 
DETERMINATION, 

TAKING INTO ACCOUNT THAT THE DELEGATIONS OF BOLIVIA, ECUDAOR, 

GHANA, HONDURAS, JAMAICA, LEBANON, LIBERIA, MEXICO, MOROCCO, NEPAL 
NICARAGUA, NIGERIA, PERU, PHILIPPINES, ROMANIA, SUDAN, SYRIA.YUGO- 
SLAVIA AND ZAIRE HAVE SUBMITTED TO THE CONFERENCE WORKING PAPAER 
NPT/CONF/17#, ANNEXED TO THE PRESENT RESOLUTION, CONTAINING A DRAFT 
ADDITIONAL PROTOCOL TO THE TREATY ON THE NON-PROLIFERATION OF NU- 
CLEAR WEAPONS CONCERNING NUCLEAR WEAPON TESTS.WITH A VIEW TO ESTA- 
BLISHING PROCEDURES WHICH, IN TH OPINION OF ITS CO-SPONSORS, WOULD 
FACILITATE THE ATTAINMENT OF THE PERMANENT CESSATION OF ALL TEST 
EXPLOSIONS OF NUCLEAR WEAPONS, 

NOTING THAT IT WOULD BE DESIRABLE THAT ALL STATES PARTY TO THE 
TREATY MAY EXAMINE THIS PROPOSAL AND THAT OVER ONE THIRD OF THEM 
HAVE BEEN UNABLE TO SEND REPRESENTATIVES TO THE CONFERENCE, 

L ENDORSES THE AIMS PURSUED BY THE DRAFT ADDITIONAL PROTOCOL 

TO THE TREATY ON THE NON-PROLIFERATION OF NUCLEAR WEAPONS CONTAINED 

IN WORKING PAPER NPT/CONF/17# ANNEXED TO THIS RESOLUTION; 

2. REQUESTS THE PRESIDENT OF THE CONFERENCE TO TRANSMIT, 

THROUGH ITS SECRETARY-GENERAL, THE PRESENT RESOLUTION WITH ITS ANNEX 
TO ALL STATES PARTY TO THE TREATY ON THE NON-PROLIFERATION OF NU- 
CLEAR WEAPONS, IN ORDER THAT THEY MAY GIVE IT DUE CONSIDERATION; 

3. RECOMMENDS TO THOSE STATES TO BEAR IN MIND THAT CONCLUSIONS. 

THEY MAY REACH AS A RESULT OF SUCH CONSIDERATION WHEN THEY EXAMINE, 
AT THE THIRTY FIRST SESSION OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY, THE ITEM: 
"IMPLEMENTATION OF THE DECISIONS ADOPTED BY THE FIRST REVIEW CON- 
FERENCE OF THE PARTIES TO THE TREATY ON THE NON PROLIFERATION OF 
NUCLEAR WEAPONS’". 


THE REVIEW CONFERENCE OF THE PARTIES TO THE TREATY ON THE 
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NON-PROLIFERATION OF NUCLEAR WEAPONS, 

RECALLING THE PROVISIONS OF ARTICLE VI OF THE TREATY ON THE NON- 
PROLIFERATION OF NUCLEAR WEAPONS WHEREBY EACH OF THE PARTIES TO THE 
FAITH ON EFFECTIVE MEASURES RELATING TO CESSATION OF THE NUCLEAR 
ARMS RACE AT AN EARLY DATE AND TO NUCLEAR DISARMAMENT", 

CONVINCED THAT ONE OF THE MOST EFFECTIVE MEASURES FOR STRENGTHEN 
ING THE TREATY AND PROMOTING UNIVERSAL ADHERENCE TO IT WOULD BE THE 
ACHIEVEMENT OF TANGIBLE RESULTS IN THE FIELD OF NUCLEAR DISARMAMENT, 
TAKING INTO ACCOUNT THAT THE DELEGATIONS OF BOLIVIA, ECUADOR, 

GHANA, HONDURAS, JAMAICA, LEBANON, LIBERIA, MEXICO, MOROCCO, NEPAL, 
NICARAGUA, NIGERIA, PERU, ROMANIA,SUDAN, SYRIA, YUGOSLAVIA AND 
ANNEXED TO THE PRESENT RESOLUTION, CONTAINING A DRAFT ADDITIONAL PRO- 
TOCOAL TO HE TREATY CONCERNING NUCLEAR DISARMAMENT, WITH A VIEW TO 
ESTABLISHING PROCEDURES WHICH, IN THE OPINION OF ITS CO-SPONSORS, 

WOULD FACILITATE THE ACHIEVEMENT AT AN EARLY DATE OF SOME IMPORTANT 
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MEASURES OF NUCLEAR DISARMAMENT, 

NOTING THAT IT WOULD BE DESIRABLE THAT ALL STATES PARTY TO THE 
TREATY MAY EXAMINE THIS PROPOSAL AND THAT OVER ONE THIRD OF THEM HAVE 
BREN UNABLE TO SEND REPRESENTATIVES TO THE CONFERENCE, 

1. ENDORSES THE AIMS PURSUED BY THE DRAFT ADDITIONAL PROTOCOAL 

TO THE TREATY ON THE NON-PROLIFERATION OF NUCLEAR WEAPONS CONTAINED 
IN WORKING PAPER NPT/CONF/18# ANNEXED TO THIS RESOLUTION; 

2. REQUESTS THE PRESIDENT OF THE CONFERENCE TO TRANSMIT, 

THROUGH ITS SECRETARY-GENERAL, THE PRESENT RESOLTUION WITH ITS ANNEX 
TO ALL STATES PARTY TO THE TREATY ON THE NON-PROLIFERATION OF NU- 
CLEAR WEAPONS, IN ORDER THAT THEY MAY GIVE IT DUE CONSIDERATION; 

3. RECOMMENDS TO THOSE STATES TO BEAR IN MIND THE CONCLUSIONS 

THEY MAY REACH AS A RESULT OF SUCH CONSIDERATION WHEN THEY EXAMINE, 
AT THE THIRTY-FIRST SESSION OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY, THE ITEM: 
"IMPLEMENTATION OF THE DECISIONS ADOPTED BY THE FIRST REVIEW CON- 
FERENCE OF THE PARTIES TO THE TREATY ON THE NON PROLIFERATION OF 
NUCLEAR WEAPONS’".
